REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-12 and 17-21 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The semiconductor 
thin film transistor and antenna array board as recited in the claims of the instant invention fail to 
be taught by the prior art cited of interest. 

Regarding claims 1-3, 7 and 9, the prior art of Yamazaki, shows a thin film transistor 
substrate, but fails to teach the specific characteristic of the structure recited in the claims of the 
instant invention e.g. an antenna electrically connected to a transistor in combination with the 
various encapsulating layers of sealing films, insulating films, low stress films, adhesive films 
and protective films.
